RAIN-FALL. 

Mr. E. K. W. Hrew«t*r, of King*ton, 
contribute! *n interesting Article to the 
Plymouth Memorial, in which lie din- 
|io !08 of tlie current hie* that tho <il*- 
iwiling of forest, (ierreiwo. the nnnual 
min-fall. He (M»ya, “I began collecting 
the rain fall Feb. 2,1*74, and for the 
eleven month, ending Jan 1, 1875, re¬ 
corded 32.21 incite.. The following 
year, (1*75) I collected 35 incite.. In 
1*711 I niea.ured 34.115 incite., nnd, in 
1*77, 33.11 incite*. The .canon of l*7ti 
wa. cmt.idercd an extremely dry, while 
that of 1877 wnn an remarkably wot, yet 
tilt! former had seventy-live inches more 
min fall. In the spring of l*7tl a lark 
of rain no dried the ground that the 
subsequent normal amounts of rain 
failed to wet it; further, although the 
anuiniit of rain was sufficient, yet it fell 
in a few short precipitations, uud Wa¬ 
llins apparently lost. During 1*77. on 
tlie other linitil, tho moisture was re¬ 
ceived in continuous falls, with much 
cloudiness nnd fog; thus evaporation 
being retarded the .ensnn wan very wet. 

So here we find the succession of 
droughts interrupted by n season ns wet 
as could lie desired. Has tlie limiter 
growth suddenly increased? If not, 
and with the forest conditions remaining 
the same, we itnve Imd one wet season, 
why limy we not Itnve more? 

The facts show no material diminu¬ 
tion in the actual rain fall. Then the 
trouble must lie in its unequal distribu¬ 
tion. If then the forests exert nny in- 
llueitec, is it not in ffjiutlizititi tlie rain 
fall rather than iurreQfing it? 

Hut what is the inllucnrc thus exert¬ 
ed? The only answer that I can sug¬ 
gest is, that timber lands may absorb 
the heat of the atmosphere, and thus by 
cooling it cause the clouds to condense; 
while the reflection of heat from open 1 
plains may dispel the clouds. 

As for the destruction of the forests, 

I only know that in this immediate vi¬ 
cinity it is generally considered tlmt the > 
average of woodland 1ms greatly in¬ 
creased within the Inst fifty years. Such 
woodland, however, may not be the 
deep heavy forests required. 

New Knglnndds situated in the region 
of variable winds and irregular precipi¬ 
tations of moisture throughout the year.

TUB LIGHT OF THE PIITUItK. 

The electric candle lias placed elec¬ 
tric lighting on a new basis. The clock¬ 
work and regulating apparatus were 
replaced by two sticks of gas carbon 
bedded iu kaolin, like ii candle with two 
wicks. The current passed up one pen¬ 
cil to tlie top, leaped across, in its lumi¬ 
nous arch, lo tlie other, and tlicnce 
downward on its circuit. The kaolin 
insulated tlie two pencils everywhere 
except at the top, and as they burned 
away tlie kaolin was also consumed, uml 
thus the lamp was literally all electric 
candle. 

The stranger in Paris naturally de¬ 
sires to see the Opera House, and if lie 
visits tlie grand square iu front of tlie 
building lie may observe in the road¬ 
way groups of gas lamps. At tlie top 
of each group is one lamp larger than 
the otliers, and apparently made of 
pnrcclaiu or the opaque white glass used 
for lamp shades. Moru careful inspec¬ 
tion shows a number of large wires 
twisted neatly around the lamp-post, 
all enclosing this strange white lantern, 
lb-fore the Opera House arc six of these 
lamps, and from one of tlie balconies 
extend heuvy telegraph cables to each 
of the lamp-posts. Farther down the 
aveuuo,ttre tall posts scattered about a 
bundled feet apart along the wav 
among tlie gas lamps. Let the visitor 
wait until about * o’clock, and .suddenly, 
without warning, these tall, white lamps 
glow with strange fires. The dusky 
street Hashes into sudden glare, white, 
intense and beautiful. Tlie gas lamps 
in the simps burn in sickly yellow. 
Every sign on passing omnibus, or on 
the buildings, every detail iu the archi¬ 
tecture of the houses, every feature of 
the place, stands out in startling colors. 
The flowers are real, and tlie trees of 
lively green; every dress and hut stands 
out clear and sharp iu its true eulors, us 
by daylight. 

On following the wires, hung from 
lamp to lamp we can truce the light to 
its source—three steam engines behind 
the building. These are small portable 
engines, each turning one or more elec¬ 
trical machines by means of belts. 
The machines are turning silently uml 
swiftly, but there is neither light nor 
heat. The light only appears at the 
breaks in the circuits where the caudles 
are placed. This is tlie sum of this 
mutter; steam power turned iuto elec¬ 
tricity, or, in other words, drawing elec¬ 
tricity from the exhaustless supplies 
stored in the planet itself. This is the 
light of the future, tiie solution of tlie 
great question of lighting cities—the 
transformation of power into light. 

Regarding the cost of electric light¬ 
ing. the various makers here seem lo 
ililfcr greatly, but it may be safely 
stated at about one-seveuth of the cost 
I of gas per candle power per hour.

Near tlie city of Valinont, about half 
a mile from tlie New Gate, oil tlie road 
to Florissant , stands an old stone bouse 
rather tlie worse for aye, but still quite 
habitable.

CO MOUTH. YOUNG MEN. 


At the present timlqtlic press, which 
has hitherto done so much to set the tide 
of immigration toward the West, may 
well turn its attention to tlie South with 
a view of directing a part of the migra¬ 
tory movement thither. This Westward 
movement, since the presold century 
commenced, has been one of the most 
wonderful phenomena tlie world Inis 
ever witnessed. Many now living will 
remember when immigration from Mas¬ 
sachusetts even to the wilds, as they 
then existed, of western New York, was 
a great undertaking. Since then the 
movement lias extended, saying nothing 
of tlie settlement of the Pacific Coast, 
•intil it is now rapidly encroaching upon 
what was formerly supposed to he tlie 
Great American Desert—a desert only, 
as it now appears, existing in the fertile 
minds of early explorers. 

In the South and Southwest, where 
ilicrc are millions upon millions of acres 
tf fertile lauds waiting tlie hands of tlie 
enterprising and thrifty emigrant, the 
lAstniiccs to the seaports are short com¬ 
pared with the distances from (lie un¬ 
settled wild lands of the Western jilaius 
to their Eastern markets. Moreover, 
the Southern States themselves offer a 
market for large quantities of produce 
and provisions, for which they are uow 
dependent upon the Western States, 
Imt which, witli accessions to tlie pres¬ 
ent population, could be raised within 
their own borders. 

The South offers to immigration near¬ 
ly every kind of soil on the face of the 
earth, and a climate that ripens the corn 
and wheat of the North as well as the 
orange aud sugarcane of tlie tropics. 
Wool-growing is found to lie profitable 
iu all parts of the South, while the herds 
of cattle upon the plains of Texas urc 
suggestive of a profit able busines. Witli 
a market here tlmt consumes half a mil¬ 
lion tuns of foreign sugar Hint might be 
as cheaply raised in the South, who siiull 
say that the South does not offer even 
iu this industry uu opportunity for the 
employment of hundreds of thousands 
of population and scores of millions of 
capital ? 

The cotton crop uow reaches the pro¬ 
duction of uutc-rebelliou times, uiid with 
the low rates now prevailing (low prices 
always increase tlie consumption of tlie 
commodity,) tlie quantity of cotton 
raised must be greatly increased; this 
will afford employment to a large popu¬ 
lation. it is a mistaken bleu tlmt white 
aborers cannot work iu tlie fields of tlie 
South. At tlie preseut time live-eighths 
if the cotton crop of Texas is raised by 
white labor, and iu Arkausaimore than 
half, while in all parts of the South tes- 
imouy is conclusive that the proportion 
uf labor hv the whites lias greatly iu- 
•reased since the wur closed, in this 
onueetiou we will stale that nine-tenths 
if tlie eolton Slates consist uf dry and 
lulubrious uplands. Even if tlie nuiii- 
ncr of blocks iu the South does not de- 
•reuse, it is evident tlmt the race will 
lot increase ill a ratio corresponding to 
fie demand for those crops which their 
labor now chiefly produces, so tlmt it is 
veil to destroy tlie erroneous iiuprvssiou 
tint white men cannot work iu the 
South.

LETTER* FROM SWITZERLAND. 

Bale, Switzerland, July 18, 1878. 

We have visited the ancient city of 
Slnubtirg, and viewed its wonders. Tlie 
Great Cathedml, which, by the wny, 
looks like a man’s hat on a tx»y, aa com¬ 
pared with the rest of the city, is its 
pride and glory. It is an immense pile 
of stone and metal, without a particle of 
wood in its entire composition, towering 
to the height of 478 feet from the ground 
and about 380 feet above the surround¬ 
ing buildings. There is no inrge space 
of ground in its front or on its sides, but 
only rather unrrow street^. We saw 
aud heard the great clock at noon; all 
the various figures of Christ, the npns- 
tles, time, angels, cherubs nnd the roos¬ 
ter performed their parts n* usual. Two 
priests attend daily nt aliout noon, 
when there are usually aliout 100 per¬ 
sons present, strangers, countrymen aud 
women, to explain aliout the clock. The 
present clock was built aliout 40 years 
ago to take the place of the celebrated 
one that performed duty on llie same 
spot 480 years. We saw in the Archi¬ 
tect ’h building tlie works of the old clock, 
all of which were forged out by iinnd 
with wonderful accuracy. Tlie old roos¬ 
ter, made of brass, which crowed and 
flapped ids wings for 480 years, is pre¬ 
served, nnd by pressing certain springs 
in bis back will still flap bis wings; nnd 
by pressing certain other springs he will 
open his great mouth and utter a whis¬ 
per, but lie cannot crow any more. Tlie 
Architect's building, ns old ns the Ca¬ 
thedral itself, contnins easts of a great 
many of the figures tlmt nre to be seen 
in stone upon the Cathedral; all the mod¬ 
els were made in the architect’s house, 
nnd there arc now employed, besides the 
architect, 14 workmen till tlie time, in 
keeping tlie vast cathedral in good re¬ 
pair. 

In tlie late war between the French 
aud Germans, the Cathedral was much 
damaged by shells, and three hundred 
and twenty other buildings were wholly 
destroyed iu tlmt manner. The repairs 
of the cathedral do not show, in tlie 
stained glnss windows or otherwise, any 
improvement on tlie work of 500 years 
ago, oreveu upon the statues in tlie most 
ancient part, tlmt were made 800years 
ago. The city is now restored to its for¬ 
mer condition, the German government 
hnviug [taid all damages from the indem¬ 
nity received from France. The Ger¬ 
mans made France pay for all the dam¬ 
age that the Germans done iu taking tlie 
city, and then held tlie elty as their Own 
absolute property. Tlie German govern¬ 
ment is smart. 

Thi* city—Bale—is situated on botli 
sides of tlie ifhine, which flows on with 
its beautiful pen-green color, at tlie rate 
here of aliout live miles an hour. It | s 
a quaint old city in its older parts, and 
is constantly reminding us by its build¬ 
ings, streets nnd people, of Hie pictures 
we linvc seen from our youth lip; but 
here is the reality—the scene itself. It 
makes us feel something like as if we 
were living in tlie old past ages of tlie 
world. 


leans. It is comparatively easy foraged 
people to ascend this height now, on 
tlie steam railway. 

IVe came to Luzerne, when we now 
are, via Zug, Lake Zug to Arth, then up 
to the top of Mount Rig! by railway 4} 
miles, rising nearly one mile in going 
tlmt distance, then down the mountain 
by railway to Vitclinan and then by 
steamer on Lake Luzerne. 

Appearances here as to distance are 
very deceitful; when at Zurich we saw 
mountains that appeared to us to be 
only 5 nr 10 miles distant therefrom, 
and now tlmt wc have come about 40 
miles nearer to the same mountains they 
still appear to he nearly as far away as 
before; a lake thnt is really 10 miles long 
appears front Higi-Kulni, about a mile 
above it, to lie not more than two miles 
in length. From here we see the hotel 
on Higi-Kulm summit where we stopped 
hut night, nine miles away, and about a 
mile high, looking like a good sized 
Martin bird's house, nitliough it covers 
nearly half an acre of ground. 

Luzerne, with Its mountains, lake, 
steamers, fountains, hotels and public 
buildings, and in addition some of tlie 
handsomest residences I ever saw, is as 
delightful a place as ran well be mude 
ou earth. Yours truly,

Here we ure on top of the most cele¬ 
brated mountain iu Switzerland—Itigi— 
a mile higher than any citizen of Wey¬ 
mouth can get without going out of 
town; 61108 feet ubove tlie level of the 
ocean, and 447U feet above the level of 
lake Zug, which is at our very feet and 
so near tlmt some have thought they 
could throw a stone into it. From here 
wc can sec an area the circumference 
of which is 500 miles, including the 
higher Alps on one side, aud a great 
pluin, as it appears to us at this height, 
although it is really very billy, ou the 
other side. 

if anybody thinks they ran describe 
(lie scenery of this place so tlmt its mag¬ 
nificence can lie comprehended by one 
who has never seen it, there is an open 
field ami a fair chance to try it, for all 
books and papers tlmt I have yet seen 
utterly fail, and, in fuel, 1 believe that 
uo one lias ever yet Imd tlie presumption 
to attempt it. We are stoppiug lu re 
over night, and ure blessed witli clear 
weather. Iu May and June it was cold, 
wet and rainy here almost all tlie time 
and extremely disagreeable. There are 
among our companions uu this moun¬ 
tain to-night about lino persons ul all 
tlie hotels, representing many nations: 
many are from the t'nited States. Tin 
photographic and other views of tilings 
aliout here which we shall bring lioim 
will enable our friends toget faint ideas 
of tlie wonders we have here seen. 

Al 10-30 evening, I am w riting witli 
a great coat ou, and am quite cool ut 
tliut. We arc to be called in tlie morn¬ 
ing to see tile sun rise, so good-night.

At 3-45 we were culled by the long 
horn of the mountain gabricl to go out 
I aud view the lights aud shadows 


Switzerland, July 21, 1878. 

I know not how much longer we shall 
continue to be surfeited with the sight 
of tilings lovely, beautiful and grand 
beyond our most sanguine ex|H!ctntiuns. 
Iiut up to tills time each duy has seemed 
to eclipse all the proceeding ones by re¬ 
vealing some new points of beauty nnd 
grandeur in cither nature or urt, or in 
both. 

We linvc had a mountain ride in a dil¬ 
igence from Alpnaeh to Hrienz,viewing 
tlie celebrated Wetterhorn nnil many 
oilier nunmtniuH of note on tlie wny. 
Many times tlie rocks loomed up tlioi • 
sands of feet above nnd close to us while 
on tlie wny, nnd sometimes they over¬ 
hung our road where excavations had 
been made in the mountain side for tlie 
road bed, aud at the same time it was so 
steep below that tlie eye could not natch 
tlie sight of anything until It rested up¬ 
on the plain, down thousands of feet. 
Every available foot of land on the 
plnins, and also up the steep mountain 
side* to the snow-line, ^ cultivated iu 
tlie very best manner, anil excellent 
crops are growing everywhere. Noth¬ 
ing is wasted or lost in this country; 
every dead limb tlmt foils from a tree, 
even to the highest.point tlmt they grow, 
is gathered up and bundled and stowed 
away for firewood. 

At Gicssbach, opposite Brienz, we 
saw the illuminated water-fall of 7 cas¬ 
cades, commencing 1,100 feet up the 
mountain side and reaching down to the 
lake. The colors nre of various hues and 
tlie illumination lasts about 15 minutes, 
fiom llj to !IJ o’clock. The cascades are 
from 30 to 50 feet broad, and the illu¬ 
mination makes them look like sheets 
of living lire, from their highest source 
until lost in the filial plunge into tlie 
lake. 

From Brienz to this place—Interlaken 
—is n beautiful little sail on a steamer, 
on the lake of Brienz, and a little ride 
in tico-story rail ears. 

Here, to-dny, wo linvc witnessed 
rent variety of scenery. Sitting in our 
rooms, or ou the piazza of Hotel /Icon 
Hirtiijc , we see in tile hotel grounds a 
grand profusion uf ornamental trees, 
artistically trimmed ami trained, togctli 
er with thousands of flowering shrubs, 
beautifully arranged, and thousands 
more of rose bushes in full bloom. There 
are also iu tlie grounds several fountains 
ill full play, and on one side is a swift 
flowing, walled iu stream of clear pea 
greeu snow water from tlie mountains. 
Tlie mountains—old Jungfrau anion, 
tlie rest—appear to lie close to us, nml 
their tups are capped with snow aud ice 
glistening iu the sunshine. Anon, tlie 
scene is changed; the clouds have gath¬ 
ered around some of the mountain tops 
tlie lightnings flash, the thunders roll 
aud reverberate until their sound is lost 
iu tlie distant echoes; the rain sweeps 
along from mountain to mountain like 
a grand panorama until filially it reaches 
and envelopes our own little city of 
beautiful hotels aud villas. After this 
tlie scene changes again, and several 
rainbows are seen within a short time 
funning one after another in what ap 
pears to be the little valley between us 
and the mountains; the clouds drift 
away, and the snow and ice-clad uiuun 
tain tops are again blazing in tlie light 
uf tlie setting sun. This little deserip 
lion is so faint, compared with the real¬ 
ity, tliut 1 feel utterly ashamed to write 
it.

RON'RTHINO ABOUT THU NATIONAI.S. 


A review of the pnlltleal eltuetlnn by ■ 
Weetern Henetor. Who end why •■* wh»» 
In th* new Third Party. 


WASinsrciTON, Aug. 3d. 

Notwithstanding and despite the hot 
weather, politics are again beginning to as¬ 
sert their sway. There is something In the 
disposition of the ordinary American citi¬ 
zen that tjeiimmls political excitement as a 
sine qua non of citizenship, and it Is seldom 
that lie permits the supply of this Abnormal 
ingredleift to exceed the demand. It is true 
that with us in Washington, with Congress 
scattered to the four winds of Heaven, and 
no local elections either present or prospec¬ 
tive, we are to a degree dependent upon 
the provinces for our daily supply of polit¬ 
ical news; but there are days when a genu¬ 
ine live Congressman strays hack to town, 
and we make the most of him. Such w as 
ray fortune last evening, when spying a 
prominent western Senator enjoying his 
otium cum fltgnitate, altogether too com¬ 
fortably in front of the Higgs, I corralled 
him without much trouble, and opened up¬ 
on hint without mercy. The truth was. 
I was anxious to ascertain something defi¬ 
nite regarding the new greenback labor 
movement, and I said as much at an early 
stage of the conversation. 

“Well,” said my victim, abandoning him¬ 
self to the inevitable, “the greenbackers 
are certainly stirring things in the west, at 
the liveliest speed commensurate with the 
state of the thermometer. They have con¬ 
founded tire plans of the politicians to an 
extent that none of them know precisely 
what to do or liow to do it. Yesterday in 
Tennessee, a stronghold of democracy,they 
swept everything before them at the local 
elections, and astonished the democratic 
managers, who had not considered for a 
moment the possibility of failure. It was 
wonderful sir, wonderful !” 

“But, senator, were the Tennessee majori¬ 
ties the result of the greenback movement?’’ 

“Not exactly, though it amounts to that 
in the end. They were “laboring men.” 
who have pulled out from both parties, 
principally in the South from the democrats, 
hut 1 am afraid in the east they will draw 
largely from the republicans. Their success 
in the South is astonishing. Take Texas 
for instance, so thoroughly democratic that 
the republicans have no national organiza¬ 
tion, and who w ere so sure of sweeping the 
state that it became a mere question of set¬ 
tling the whole business in the Convention. 
But suddenly the Grnnger-fcreenback-labor 
leaders call a Convention for the 17th inst.. 
to nominate state officers, and the response 
from all sections of the state is so enthusi¬ 
astic, that the Texas papers estimate that 
there will be twenty thousand people at the 
Convention. And now the Galveston News, 
the leading democratic paper in the state, 
predicts the overwhelming defeat of the 
democratic ticket, providing of course, that 
the new party selectgood candidates. And 
this movement is sweeping into Louisiana 
and Mississippi, and unless I greatly mis¬ 
take. will give the democracy there infinite 
trouble.” 

“Do you understand this southern move¬ 
ment to be the same as the ludiana-Ohio 
greenback party ?” 

“Not just yet The southern movement 
is more largely agricultural, that is, it is an 
outgrowth of Grangerisw, but it will un¬ 
questionably, draw ill the greenback peo¬ 
ple, and form a wing of the new “National 
party.” It is the same movement in reali¬ 
ty, that in California was known as the 
”iion-partizan,” in the west as Greenback, 
and in the east as Labor-reform. The state 
campaigns will evidently be managed on 
these separate issues, hut I believe the 
points of similarity are so many that they 
will coalesce without agreatdealof dispute 
on all national issues, and in the end will 
become naturally the new Third party.” 

“What intlueuce will this have on tin* 
new Congress ?” 

“That will depend, of course, upon w hat 
party it will draw from the greatest. If 
from the republicans, it will have the bal¬ 
ance of power in the 4dth Congress, but if 
from the democrats, it will result in making 
it strongly republican. In either event, and 
in any event, the next Congress. so Jar an 
the House in concerned, icitl not he democrat¬ 
ic. You may consider that as absolutely 
certain as anything can lie, in politics. 
The democratic majority in the House at 
present, is but thirteen, and should they 
lose but seven, they will have lost the 
House. 1 believe they would have lost it 
anyway to the republicans, but now the 
Greenback party have entered the field, 
the House is irrevocably lost to the democ¬ 
racy. They must console themselves with 
the Senate.” 

“To what general cause do you consider 
the growth of the National party should 
l»e assigned?” 

“Generally, to the feeling of dissatisfac¬ 
tion with tlie leaders of both parties, i 
am almost tempted to say, a feeling of di*- 
•just with those leaders, which not even 
they can easily define. The new party as¬ 
sumes to be the poor man’s party, and I 
am not sure that it is not. f see no reason 
why, if rightly managed, it may not be the 
party of the future, and I see no hope of 
its being so managed. Its leaders may Ire 
men of conscience and iutcgiity, solely in¬ 
tent on the good of the people who support 
them, and they will doubtless end in be¬ 
coming blatant demagogues. In times of 
financial distress people are apt to lay tbeir 
troubles to the fault of tire government, 
which has really nothing to do with it. and 
arguing from these false premises they 
believe that a change of administration w ill 
bring about the remedy for all their ills. 
Men who organize for self-protection inde- 
deudeiit of politics, always end by becom¬ 
ing the stoutest politicians, and generally 
lose sight of their own interests in striving 
to revolutionize the old parties. Jfeuce in 
the end the old organized parties profit by 
independent movements. Greeley ’s candi¬ 
dacy, which was intended to break up tin- 
republican party, actually gave it eight 
years more lease of power. 1 much 
fear, reasoning from precedent, that this 
new movement will fall under the control 
of political ad venturers, who, managing it 
for their own ends, will destroy its useful¬ 
ness before it has fairly determined its 
strength.” 

“What are its principles, that is, what 
does it actually seek to accomplish that has 
any important bearing on the present con¬ 
dition of things?” 

“Well, 1 presume the Toledo platform 
fairly expresses the purposes of the move¬ 
ment. You may remember the Syracuse 
•ouvculiou adopted the Toledo platform, 


hut nominated a political hark, who will 
likely d of rat it In New York state. In 
Pennsylvania, where the movement Is the 
strongest, there seems to ho a slight mod¬ 
ification of the principles enunciated at 
Toledo, and perhaps the Philadelphia con¬ 
vention best explains wlmt the Nationals 
hope to accomplish. They liolu, 1st, That 
the public lands should be divided among 
the people, Instead of the railways: that 
means no more subsidies. 2d. That 
the government should protect industry 
and alone issue monies based upon tlie 
wealth and Integrity of tlie nation, instead 
of gold and silver: that means unlimited 
Greenbacks. 3rd, Interest not to exceed 
three per cent per annum: that means an 
attack on the bondholder and national 
bank system. 4th, Bonds to In? paid in 
currency greenbacks: that is the strict In¬ 
terpretation of the law under which tlie 
debt was contracted. 5th, Speculation, 
transactions in money, bonds, land, food, 
Ac., should lie prohibited and controlled 
by the government in the interests of tlie 
people. 6th, Taxation should be equal 
without any exemption: that goes for the 
bondholder and church property, you see. 
7th, Labor-saving machinery should l»e 
taxed and controlled by the government. 
Stli, A free ballot-box without property 
qualification, Dili, Female suffrage; eight 
hours, a days work; prohibition of child 
labor; abolition of the prison contract sys¬ 
tem; mine and workshop inspection; a 
protective tariff and labor bureaus, and 
10th, Free and compulsory education, and 
economy in tlie government. That’s about 
the whole story in as few words as I can 
put it. You see they are. by no means 
modest in their wants, and when they have 
brought about all those changes in govern¬ 
ment, you and I, my dear sir, will be much 
older than we an! now.” 

“ One word more, please. Will they 
have any success in the coming elections?” 

“I do not believe they will accomplish 
anything this fall as a national party. The 
“Greenbackers” will, I think, elect one or 
more Congressmen in Indiana and Ohio, 
possibly one or two in Michigan and Wis¬ 
consin; I think they will carry Texas, and 
elect some members to Congress. The 
“Labor-reformers” w ill semi up Congress¬ 
men from Tennessee ami Kentucky; they 
will gain one or two in Pennsylvania, some 
from New York, I think, and one in Mary¬ 
land. Then the California delegation w ill 
be materially changed. It would not sur¬ 
prise me to see twenty men in the 4t>th 
Congress, who are neither Republicans or 
Democrats, and unless I ain greatly mis¬ 
taken they will hold the balance of power 
and be led by Gen. Butler.” 

And w ith this astonishing possibility of 
tlie future, I was satisfied to consider the 
interview, which was not an interview,con¬ 
cluded.

I do not suppose that the 
sum total rai^nl by us ft>r school purposes 
can be rerj much diminished; but Some of 
the many means required for the improve¬ 
ment of the quality of our Schools, might 
be secured with the $3000 w hich I believe 
to he drawn unnecessarily from Weymouth 
pockets each year. Only, do not under¬ 
stand me to say that tlie whole of this sav¬ 
ing is to be made in tlie item of text-books, 
or that the dealers in text-books make enor¬ 
mous profits. 

In writing the following bill, I have reck¬ 
oned two books,—Thought and Expression, 
and Language Primer,—at prices corres¬ 
ponding to the prices here given of other 
hooks. During the past six months, these 
two books have been sold at go and 22 ets.

LETTER FROM FLORIDA. 


Waldo, Fla., Aug. 4, 4878. 

Mr. Editor:— Receiving many en 
tuiries from friends as to the sunitne 
in Florida, I will answer in your col¬ 
umns. The thermometer has varied 
hut about ten degrees since April; tin 
average has hern tV> deg.—the highest 
at any time 1C> deg.—and that hut one. 
or twice. The mornings are delightful- 
ly cool, nights rather warm; nearly ev¬ 
ery day we have a f resh breeze. Florida 
as you know, is fnvored by having tin 
Atiantie on the East and the Hulf on 
the South and West, the breezes front 
whieli temper the heal and cold. We 
have now a thunder-storm t^nrlv every¬ 
day; the thunder-storms, which one 
would think would he violent here, I do 
not lind so. The thunder is like the 
people, slow, but deep. Il is not like 
the quick, heavy reports you have 
North, hut deep and reverberating 
Through April anil May musquitoes 
abound, hut since then there has been 
hut few. Then came flea*, which had 
their season and passed away, anil we 
arc now quite free from Insects, except 
cockroaches and red ants, which are so 
common that we do not mind them 

much. 

The purity of the air here is remark¬ 
able: a piece of fresh beef hung up out 
of doors iu the warmest weather will 
keep sweet two days, and milk does not 
often sour through the day. It is said 
North that thunder will sour milk, hut 
it docs not prove so here, ns we have 
thunder nearly every day, aud has tin 
effect on milk. 

AVe have not heard of a ease of sun¬ 
stroke or any one being affected by the 
heat. Scarcely any hut Northern men 
work from 11 till 2 o’clock, but many of 
them work in the heat of the day, and 
all grow thin. This is not a beauty 
giving climate, although Ponce de Leon 
thought he Imd here found the Fountain 
of A'oulli. There is a fascination about 
the climate, but if you wish to enjoy all 
that life can give 1 suppose there is no 
place like Boston, and that scents to he 
the general feeling. Massachusetts is 
in high repute here: a gentleman said 
to me that we ought to be proud to think 
that we were born in Massachusetts.— 
There i» a strange feeling here about 
the colored people. AA’e were asked to 
teach a colored boy, hut the natives 
said if we did so no white person would 
speak to us, and we would not be 
thought anything of. An old colored 
man and wife said they could not, road, 
hut would not like to ask us to read to 
them, as “ the whites would not like it; 
but if we should do so no one Would 
know of it.” A Southern gentleman 
Who spent the evening with us, said In- 
thought it ridiculous that we should call 
the colored people Mr. and Mrs., and 
said that we should spoil them. But it 
is wonderful how much knowledge they 
have [licked up. They get a good liv¬ 
ing, many of them owning their places 
and are very particular iu attemliuj 
church. 

I admire the Southerners in many 
respects. You seldom or never hear 
them speak ill of each other. No one 
is allowed to speak of the faults of any 
member of a family in their presence 
and this is no place for busy bodies. 
You seldom hear the “ Cracker" use an 
ungrammatical word. 1 know of 


One won! aliout snakes. I think no 
one here lias more anxiously looked foi 
them, hut without success. There is n 
mall snake called the Ground Hattie, 
aid to be very vicious and poisonous, 
•is home being undet logs and stumps. 
I liavc made it a [mint to turn every log 
msible, but have failed to And one yet 
■V gentleman said he was sorry I hail 
not been bitten, I must bo so disap¬ 
pointed. Neither liavc I yet Been an 
dligator. I can truly say I do not tliint 
here nrc as many snakes in Florida m 
in Massachusetts. Our short resident'! 
n the 8outh has been delightful, hut 
whether we shall like it ns a permnneto 
home, time will tell.

SvlKNTlKtt’.—And now steel is rap¬ 
idly superseding the use of iron iu na¬ 
val architecture—a fact which should 
not be lost sight of iu endeavors to 
vive ship-building in tins country. 
Last year, iu Great Britain, not less 
than 5,000 tons of sailing vessels and 
18,000 tons of steamers were entere 
for registration and classification at 
Lloyd’s. Mr. U. Martell, 
veyor of Lloyd’s Register, in a recent 
paper on steel iu ship-building, held 
that, while the properties of mild steel 
are iu every respect superior to Iron, the 
eost, having regard lo the reduced 
weight required, will warrant the ship¬ 
owner, from a commercial point of view, 
iu adopting the lighter aud stronger

[ have known of hut one or two 
deaths since I came here, nor seen a 
funeral procession or any of the uccom, 
paiiiuiculs of death- An old negro told 
me his wife was sick: 1 said “I did not 
know that any one was ever sick or died 
here,” when he replied, “ Don’t be 
lievc hut they die ere just as good as 
anywhere; when the Master calls, don’t 
matter where you are—got to go." A 
gentleman said lie met a colored man 
with a shovel uud a herring box under 
his arm, aud usked him where lie was 
going, when lie said, “to bury my ba¬ 
by.” Not quite tile style here as at tile 
North. 1 write from the interior iff 
the State, where there ure but few ad¬ 
vantages, social, rcligiuus or other. 

We lind it tho most healthy, lu the 
cities on the coast, you run tho risk of 
the yellow fever or must leave for the 
summer season. Here we have no fe¬ 
ver or any local diseases. There is not 
niucli beauty iu the piue woods, hut 
they are very healthy. You will lind 
more of what you might expect iu a 
semi-tropical country, in the hummock 
lands and on tho rivers, but there you 
re-1 also lind fever and ague and malarial 
fever. AVe miss the beautiful New 
England sceuerv. Here they are peo¬ 
ple from all parts of the world. Some

And now wc nrc on the Eastern side 
of tho Alps, having passed through tile 
MontCenls Tunnel, over eight miles 
long, and about forty oilier tunnels 
near it, from a few roils to more tlijin a 
mile in length respectively. Of course 
all well read people know more aliout 
the wild mountain scenery through 
which wc linve recently passed than I 
can tell, therefore I will only say Hint 
tlie real views far exceeded our wildest 
imaginations. For a great many miles 
we were constantly passing through 
tunnels, looking ut the snow and ico- 
elad mountains towering far above the 
■louds which were constantly forming 
ibout their sides and drifting away, and 
at oilier mountains close to us, from 
half a mile to one mile high, tlte sides 
of wilieli were dotted with stone houses 
and striped with living streams and 
cascades of water rushing from their 
sources to the valleys, oftentimes 
thousands of feet below, where we 
were rushing along on the railroad. 

I don’t understand it, hut one would 
suppose that all of the good land of 
easy access in the world had been used 
up, when lie sees the immense amount 
of labor that lias been expended for the 
purpose of making little patches for 
ultivation on these steep mountain 
sides: thousands of acres Hint were 
naturally so steep that the little soil 
thereon would go rolling down if tmielieil 
by hand, foot, or the slightest breeze, 
have been brought into vine, grain and 
grass bearing by the building of stum 
terraces anil regrading. The terraces 
are from 4 lo 40 feet in height in front, 
nml nearly perpendicular, and vary ae- 
ording to circumstances, from a few 
feet to a hundred or more in width. I 
think that with labor at 50 cents n day 
the eost of terracing and regrading each 
Here of many hundreds aud perhap: 
thousands 1 have seen, could not he less 
than from 8100 to 8000. This hind 
bears excellent crops, and is worked 
wholly by the hands of men, women 
and children, although in some instan¬ 
ces the crop is carried from the fields to 
the barns on the hacks of little mules, 
they being so covered by their loads 
that only their noses aud feet are lo he 
seen. Men and women carry much hay 
to burns witli ropes and hugs. 1 think 
that at least oue-iiaif of all the out-door 
labor in Germany, Switzerland and Du¬ 
ly, is done by women: they saw and 
split wood in the city streets by the cord 
ns any men would; they sweep the citv 
streets, gather up the refuse iu hand or 
horse wagons, and carry it away; they 
dig up the ground with great hoes, and 
plant, irrigate, cultivate and gather all 
kinds of crops; with hand wagons, or 
by the uid of their children, or dogs, or 
gives, or cows, or bulls, or steeis, or 
oxen, or asses, or mules, or homes, (all 
of wilieli 1 have seen them use,) theyj 
ari-y all kinds of produce to market. 

Just here I want to say, that, after 
looking Europe over pretty thoroughly 
for more than a month, we are of the 
unanimous opinion that for beauty and 

ijoodness no country produces women 
equal to the United States of America. 
AVe hud before decided that no Slate, in 
that regard, exceeded Massachusetts, 
or, at least, New England. 

Turin, where we now are, is a level, 
beautiful city, with very straight streets 
and large public squares. The King 
and his family nrc now here. AVe saw 
them last night, and regretted very 
much that we were out of cards, so we 
could not exchange. 

Geneva, which we left two or three 
days ago, is one of the most beuuliful 
cities Oil account of its location and sur¬ 
roundings. It is tile headquarters of 
the world for the manufacture of meer¬ 
schaum pipes, etc., watches, clucks and 
musical instruments of all kinds: they 
make cut-glass decanters that [day tunes 
while the liquor is running out, and the 
danger is that you will tip them long 
and often, for the sake of healing the 
music. They also make musical cigar 
stands, albums, cottages and utmost ev¬ 
ery other conceivable tiling.

Their carriage 
was so piled up with those pntriotic 
offerings that it was constantly over¬ 
flowing, and the streets were densely 
littered—so much so that a rich perfume 
filled tlie atmosphere throughout all the 
region roundabout. 

All of tlie Ilnliau people appear to 
think very favorably of the king: they 
think that as he grows older (he is now 
114) lie will equal his father, Victor 
Emanuel, recently ilecensed. They 
also feel a gront regard for the queen, 
who is n cousin of the king as well 
us liix wife. They have a very line boy 
six years of age. 

Among the decorations today is a 
large natiiuuil flag, held by the collossiil 
figure on till! top of the highest spire of 
the great cathedral, at least 30(1 feet 
high. This cathedral is the largest and 
must beautiful marble structure in the 
world. 

The preparations indicate that the 
fireworks tonight will exceed in beauty 
anything we have ever yet seen.

I Sit ifl on II Notorious Itesort. 

A person named Harry Holbrook, became 
a resilient of this town about two months 
since, occupying the house of the late Clias. 
Uolhatli. on East St. The place has ac¬ 
quired an unenviable notoriety on account 
of assemblage «.f men and women, who ap- 
poared to have obtained liquor on the prem¬ 
ises, some of these parties prolonging their 
stay to late hours in the night and early in 
the morning, and being very hilarious. 
From these suspicious movements, it was 
judged expedient by the local officers, to in 
vestigate matters, and last Saturday night 
Detective Pratt, of the State force, and offi¬ 
cers Spring, Harden, Cook and Whiton, 
made a raid on the place, armed with 
search warrant for liquor. The officers 
first concealed themselves in the woods 
near the place, and from 11 o’clock 1*. M., 
till 2 A. M., they counted about thirty vis¬ 
itors from Hingham, Weymouth, and other 
towns, arriving and departing. Suspicious 
movements in the chambers of the house 
led the officers to think that liquor was not 
the only object of attraction to these visi¬ 
tors, and as matters had come to an appar¬ 
ent crisis, they proceeded to the house, 
where they found no difficulty in gaining 
admittance. Entering the dooi they com¬ 
menced a search for liquor, and found about 
•10 bottles of lager beer, and quantities of 
mm, whiskey and gin. Two of the officers 
then went outside, while three went up 
stairs to view the premises, and going into 
two of the chambers found men and women 
ensconced therein, apparently for no good 
purpose. Two men jumped out of the 
window, and before the officers outside i 
could collar them they succeeded in getting 
clear; hut one of the parties afterward re- I 
turned for his coat and was captured, giv- i 
ing his name and stating that lie belonged 
in East Weymouth, and we learn that the 
other runner also belonged in the same j 
place.

THE WASHINGTON -MONfMENT. 


The Washington Monument, which 
was originally iuteuded to be (100 feet 
iu height, w ill he carried to 1*5, in order 
it is said, to exceed iu altitude the lofti¬ 
est structure ill existence iu any purl of 
this muudaue sphere. This would make 
tlie Washington monument live feet 
higher than tlie pyramid of Cheops in

Saturday, Aug. 17, 1878, will be a long 
remembered day iu East Weymouth. The 
new fire engine “Gen’l Bate*,” has been 
a never-failing topic of conversation in 
this village since, the town voted to procure 
ji new and first class “ tub” for Ward 2.— 
It seemed as though the excitement had 
readied fever heat when the arrival of the 
engiue was announced Thursday evening; 
hut on Saturday, the appointed day for the 
formal reception and testing of the engine, 
everybody appeared to be still more in¬ 
tensely interested, not only on account of 
the new engine, but also of the numerous 
other attractive features of the parade, the 
“Hayseeds" receiving their full share of the 
general good feeling, which was not even 
damped by the threatening clouds that all 
day loug overcast the sky. 

The new engine is similar to the famous 
“ Eureka," of Hudson, of the Button 
Co.’s make, and is called, in all respects, 
fully her equal, having also a few* additions 
of later improvements. The tub is ele¬ 
gantly painted, and ou each side is a like¬ 
ness of the distinguished son of Weymouth 
for whom she is named—General James 
L. Bates. 

The Brockton Baud, J. W. Martlund, 
leader, and the Hinghaiii Band, T. John 
Evans, leader, were received and enter¬ 
tained with a collation previous to the pa¬

Linked 
together in bonds of brotherhood, the pow¬ 
er of the whole can be brought to bear up¬ 
on any locality, till the evil is removed. 
Now is not the Church of Christ an organ¬ 
ization of equal power aud influence? 
Aye, is it not of a thousand times greater 
power? Gods great reformatory organiza¬ 
tion. handed together, with their bands 
upon the omnipotent arm, what of evil can 
withstand their power? But there must 
be action. Who believes if the churches 
of Weymouth were to put forth their 
strength to stop this evil, the streets of our 
town would not be cleared of this pleasure 
travel? Organizations can work when 
private individuals cannot. Is this not as 
worthy of the consideration of our church¬ 
es as any object which can be presented? 
May they not have been culpable in allow¬ 
ing this r\il to attain to its present pro¬ 
portions? True, to make vigorous exer¬ 
tions would call forth abuse from the world; 
but should the church hesitate for that? 
Cannot the churches of Weymouth organ¬ 
ize in ibis matter, and work till the evil is 
abolished? in the conflict God will defend 
the right, and will bless the efforts of Ilis 
people to keep His day holy; hut they must 
do ali iu their power and then may they 
trust in the omnipotent arm to make their 
labor a success.
